The Reform Movement and Its Platformn,

Thus far our exchanges very generally
in the State, endorse the naction of the
late Reform,Convention. The movement
is opposed by the two cxtremes in the

State. The radical partisan and office-
holder, of ‘course, opposes it, beoauso it
seeks to take from the bands that have
abused and misused it, the power of the
State. The extreme Southern man is in-
disposed to ncoept the -movement, be-
canse ho deems it inconsistent with his
sentiments and hia principles. For this
class, wo have no harsh eriticism, nor do
we question their motives, Tlere is
much to admire in the man who sdheres
bravely and tennciously to a line of
thought and of nction that he believes
to be right. Btill are we of the opinion
that this class of men have missed the
mark of politioal action. Questions in
life and in politics not unfrequently
change. 8o longas the reconstruction
mensures were upon their passage—
pending, as it were, in the high Court of
the land, we opposed them. So long as
-the question of negro suffrage was before
the country, we held that it ought to be
qualified and subject to State nction,
Bat these Acts and this unqualified ne-
gro suffrage have become *‘accomplished
facts,” and now the question changes,
The point is now, “*What shall ‘we’ do
with it?"” Woe think the answer plain.
Our obvious duty is to make the most of
the situation ia which we find ourselves—
that is the most, consistent with our
honor and our self-respcet, No other
course wonld bo wise. This is the duty
of onr people, ns we conceive ik, This
journal is Demoecratic, but yet it ap-
proves, in good fnith, of the Reform
movement,

The foet of the matter is, as respects
negro suffrage, we deliberately favor ac-
cepling it, as the wisoest solution of the
question,

Our Democracy rises higher and spreads
far wider than to be confined to opposi-
tion'to the nmegro man and his political
status, In this respect weagree with the
Augusta Constitutionalist, when it says :

“It is true that the Federal Govern-
ment was made by white men for white
men; but nothing was done in ils for-
mation looking specially to the cxelu-
sion of negroes, if any one of the States,
for itself, saw fit to admit them to citi-
zenship or other politieal rights, The
Democratic organization, therefore,
should be planted upon prineiples much
higher, grander and nobler than bare op-
posilion to the Negro Party, so-called. By
such a course they would do great in-
justice to themsclves and an ipjury to
theiv cause. They would sink the subli-
mity of the eternal truths of their time-
Lonored fuith into the misernble instinets
of a brutish antagonism of race. The
Democratio party is the party of the
Constitution. That name will suflice.”

If, therefore, any Democrat is disposed
to question the platform in its feature of
eliminating the issue of negro suflrage
from the canvass, ha is behind the times,
We believe that by the next Presidential
canvass, the National Demoeracy will be
disposed fo do what we observe Ohio
did—viz: let this issue go. For us to
resist this wave of universal suffrage is
useless, we believe. Better at onee ac-
cept it, and purify and direct the waters
as best we may.

We take it that we nre not unlilke the
Mississippi planter who finds his low-
lands overwhelmed by the waters of the
great river,® Tho question with him is
not whether he shall have the flood or
not, but the question is what *slhall Le
do with it?"” How best slhiall he restrain
this deluge, snd what fertilizing princi-
ple can he extract from the waters, This,
at least, is the question that we deem it
our daty to consider.
